In the march from the camp to the 
station, in full kit, the Volunteers 
were at all times in six or more inches 
of water; several were plown over by 
the wind, and others strayed off the 
path, into paddy fields.

One who reads the reports of Japan-_ 
ese official and semi-officlal com- 
ments on the prospects of a new 
friendship between Russia and Japan 
hardly can escape the conclusion that 
there may be an element of diplo- 
matic ‘coercion in these comments.

Bucharest, To-day. 


DR. CLODIUS, HEAD OF the German commercial ©

CONFESSION 
HOAX | 


BY GEORGE BARTON 

One foggy morning in May, 1932, 
a passerby in Baytree Road, Brixton, 
saw 4 man sprawling in the mud by 
the side of a shabby looking taxicab, 
A glance was sufficient to show that 
he was dead and a call was sent at 
once to ‘the police. 

‘No less a person than Superinten- 
dent Carlin of Scotland Yard rushed 
to the spot to make an examination’

while the evidence, if any, was still. 


fresh. There was plenty of it, in 
fact almost too much to be true. 

‘At the outset, it was certain the 
man had been murdered. There had 
been a struggle during which the 
victim had been shot in the back of 
the head. . It did not take long to 
prove that the dead man was Jacob 
Dickey, the owner and driver of the 
taxicab. The motive was robbery. 
That was obvious from the way in 
which the pockets had been. turned ]. 
inside out. ' 

Later it was to be shown that the 
poor fellow had been slain for a com- 
parative pittance—for two English 
pounds. A human life ‘remorselessly 
taken for ten dollars in American 
money! It is characteristic of the 
greatness of Scotland Yard that this 
stirred the police to the depths and 
that Superintendent Carlin and his 
aides started on the investigation 
with as much vigor and energy as 
if the victim had been the  cichest 
peer in the realm. 

In a sense the evidence was ready- 
made for in the mud around the body 
and the now driverless taxicab Car- 
lin found these. articles: 

A gold-headed walking. stick. 
An electric flashlight. 
A pair of men’s ‘gloves 
A pistol. 

‘Three shots had been fired 
the revolver which was still partly 
Joaded. The post-mortem showed 
that the bullet which killed Dickey 
had been fired from this weapon. 
But the thing that intrigued Detec- 
tive Carlin more than anything else 
stick. 
It- was so conspicuous that it shriek-

ed aloud for attention. 


Within an hour after the discovery 


- of, the body all of the resources of 


Scotland Yard had been brought into 
play. From Charing . Cross _ district 
it was reported that a man named 
Eddie Vivian—not unknown to the 
police—had once sported such a cane. 
He was a dandy among the crooks. 
His house was immediately surround- 
ed and in the course of time Vivian, 
looking as bright and fresh and as 
happy as the flowers that bloom in 
the spring, came sauntering along. 
But he carried no walking stick! ' 
Taken to the- police station for 
questioning he never once lost his 
jaunty and debonair manner. Never 
had a suspect been so affable, cour~- 
teous and complaisant. He answered 
all questions freely and — seemingly 
— without any mental reservations. 
Suddenly, Carlin thrust the gold-,

headed walking stick in front“of him, 
exclaiming: 

‘Did you 
before?” 

All eyes were on Vivian; all ears 

waited for the expected denial. But 
it did not come. Instead, he replied 
quietly: “Yes, that stick belongs to 
me.” 
- He admitted the ownership of the 
gloves, was not sure about the elec- 
tric torch and he resolutely disclaim- 
ed ownership of the pistol. He said 
he had been at home all of the day 
and the night. of the murder of 
Dickey. No amount of questioning 
could make him change his story. 
Further examination, however, caus- 
ed him to admit that he had pur- 
chased the weapon some: days before 
for one Scottie Mason. ; 

Placed in a cell he said he lived at 
the house of a woman named Hetty 
Colquhoun and that Scottie Mason, 
whom they both knew, had visit them 
just after his release from.a Glasgow 
jail. On the morning before the 
Dickey murder, Scottie Mason an- 
nownced that. he was: going out for a 
little air, according to Vivian, and as 


ever see ‘that stick 


he left the house he picked up Vivian's 
gloves 


and stick from their place 
in the hall. That was all he knew, 
he declared. ; 

The next day, so quickly do ‘the 
English police work, Scottie Mason was 
brought to the station house, He ad- 
mitted nothing and denied everything. 
Carlin, who later said Mason had the 
most cruel eyes he had ever seen in 
a human being, was convinced that 
he was lying. He noticed that Ma-

son's trousers had been torn and 
then mended with bluish thread. His 
hands and knees were cut and scrath- 
ed. In explanation Mason said this 
had happened during a robbery at 
Norbury three days before. 

The Norbury police at once denied 


this. There had been no robbery in 
that place in a week and this con- 
fession hoax proved to be a boomer- 
ang for Mason. Then was located a 
woman who furnished a most im- 
portant clue. She said that on the. 
night of the murder a man had jump- 
ed over her back, fence and asked 
permission to go through her house 
into the street on the other side. 
Vivian and Mason were stood in line’ 
with four other men of the same size 
and build. The. woman promptly 
pointed to Mason as the man who had 
jumped her fence. 

Hetty Colquhoun, who, in the mean- 
time, could not possibly have had any 
communication with Vivian, told the 
police a story which corroborated 
what he had ‘said. She added _ that 
when Mason came back without 
Vivian's stick and gloves his trousers 
were torn and his. hands and knees 
scratched. At his request she sewed 
up the torn trousers, using some 
strands from the.-blue fringe of the 
table cloth in the dining room. 

Mason was tried at the Old Bailey, 
found guilty and sentenced to death. 
An agitation in his behalf afterward 
succeeded in having this reduced to 
life imprisonment.° 

It speaks well for Scotland Yard 
that the case was fully solved in a 
little, over forty-eight hours.

OPERATIONS | 


‘The total contraband of 
14,000 tons intercepted by 


‘the British .Contraband.Con- 


trol during the week ended 
November 18 brings the total 
volume of goods detained 
during the first 11 weeks of 
war to 441,000 tons. — 


During the same week the Con- 
traband Committee considered 131 
new cases of ships and 74 cases out- 
standing from gthe previous week. 


The combined total included ships 
of the following nationalities; — 50 
Dutch, 30 British, 26 Norwegian, 23 
Italian, 16 Swedish, 13 Greek, 12 
Lanish, 9 Belgian, 8 United States 
and 5 Yugo-Slav. : ; 


During this period one: cargo was 
wholly. seized and 114 cargoes were 
wholly released. 


In 20 cases part of the cargoes were

FORMAL CHECKING 


The system under which advance 
copies of manifests of cargoes are 
received and considered prior to the 
ship’s arrival at ports in this country 
resulted during the week under re- 
view in 31 cases being so dealt with 
and in 20 of the ships. .concerned 
being released by the ‘Committee, 
subject mostly to formal checking of 
the original manifests on their arrival 
at control bases.

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Te announcement a week ago of the 
proposal to be made at the General 
Meeting of the Lawn Bowls Association for 
the abolition of the League has been the 
Cause of much discussion and has been the 
main topic of conversation in bowling circles. 


It is now revealed that the proposal will 


not meet with supporl from a large section,” 


who attribute the Increasing popularity of 
the game in no small measure to the 
League. 

This section believe that the best interests 
of the game is served by the League and 
argue. that competitive bowls provides an 
incentive to practice, thereby raising the 
standard of bowls in the Colony. They scorn 
the idea of the poor spirit in which the 
game is played in the League and add that 
those who do not play the game as it should, 
form only a very small percentage of lawn 
‘bowlers taking part. 4 

They point out that clubs: should conform 
to the rules ‘governing the competition and 
any transgression of them must be looked 
on with disfavour. Instances : of senior 
players playing for the junior team of their 
club, or players playing for more than one 
club during a season have been few and 
far between, The new rules, which will be 
drawn up shortly, are expected to provide 


against these infringements, . 

League bowls is the means of “more 
friendly and social relationships between 
clubs and bowlers than friendly games 
could be, they add. On the other hand, it fs 
stated that friendly games provide more 
enjoyment in an afternoon's sport, the sole 
idea of winning being absent and the game 
being played merely for the recreation it 
affords. 

Friendly bowls would do away with the 
habit of players changing clubs as has so 
often occurred in the past. A club could 
arrange for more than three rinks to be 
played and all members could be given a 
chance to play instead of watching selected 
members using the green they help to main- 
tain.

Shortly after 10 a.m., No. 9, in- 
dicating that the gale was expected 
to increase, was hoisted. 

At 11.30 am., No. 9 was lowered 
and No, 8 restored. 

BLOWS UP A LITTLE 

At noon, the wind was blowing 
with some increase in force, but there 
was no sign of a typhoon, in the 
ordinary accepted sense of the term. 

At six o'clock this morning, the 
typhoon. was about 120 miles to the 
South-East: of ‘Hong Kong, moving 
N.N.W., but at 10 a.m. it had changed 
direction and was about, 60 miles to 
the W.S.W. of the Colony, moving 


N.N.E. or N.E., placing Hong Kong in. 


its direct path. 
HISTORY OF TYPHOON 

It was first reported on the 20th 
when it crossed the Visayas on a 
W.N.W, track. In the afternoon, it 
moved S.E. towards the Paracels, 
changed course again and moved 
N.N.W. Yesterday afternoon, it ‘was 
reported to the north of the Paracels. 

The No. 1 signal was hoisted at 8 

“am. to-day and the No. 8 (owing to 
the sudden change in direction) at $ 
a.m, 

Boats in harbour scurried for 
shelter, coolies on the wharves 
were hastily moving loose objects, and 
some of the schools, at 10 a.m., had 
sent their students home. 

The Philippines Clipper did 
not leave this morning owing to 
the typhoon. She is now due to 
leave, for Manila and the United 
States, to-morrow morning at 8.30. 
a.m. with passengers and mail.

Despite the conditions, with every 
officer and man soaked to the skin, 
a cheerful spirit prevailed and dis- 
cipline was exemplary.

Replying tothe British conten- 
tion that German methods of 
naval warfare are contrary to in- , 
ternational law, the official Nazi. 
new agency says: “The British 
have not only organised their own 
and neutral ships in convoys un- 
der the protection of British war- 
ships , but have also taken ship- 
ping routes under military pro- 
tection.
